Some of Theories 


Those officials who believe Haupt- 
mann had "inside aid" supported 
their theory thus: 
1. The kidnaper picked out -the 


baby's bedroom as though familiar 
with Its location, and entered the 
house through the only unlocked 
•window on the second floor. 


2. No mud was found on the floor 


of the baby's room, although it had 
rained previously and 
footprints 


were found In the mud -outside the 
home. 
3. The kidnaping was staged on 


a night when the Lindberghs had

covery from the economic doldrums. 
And it was this man whom the.pres- 
ident told to lead that march, on 
whose shoulders he leaned: heaviest 
of all, the men whom he brought in- 
to office with him when the nation 
swept the Democrats Into power in 
this government. 
Johnson's resignation 
yesterday, 


submitted from New York formally 
and in Writing, was hot the first that 
Johnson had handed to the presi- 
dent. Some weeks ago the 
NRA 


head, after a controversial tilt with 
Richberg and Miss Perkins, asked 
the president to let him get out of 
the administration setup. At the 
time, the president told him to take 
a rest, and come back. Johnson did 
lust that, but apparently to no avail. 
His ideas still did not

Inls saw It,' and stuck by his policies. 


So the inevitable happened, and 


Johnson is gone. With the adminis- 
tration, to all effects and purposes, 
the man is "through."

a huge debt hangs over the nation, a part of it caused by the 
cost of the New Deal. 
No bookkeeping tricks c'an conceal 


this fact. 


It can be stated almost as a certainty that the next session 


of congress will have to give much attention to means .of fi- 
nancing the recovery program. 
It is equally true that resort 


may have to be made to heavier taxation. 
that cannot be escaped. 


This is a probability 


But administration officials, Democratic candidates and 


party spokesmen generally will not have much to say on the 
subject—before the elections. 
It is a dangerous one, especially 


for those aspirants to congress who are seeking office to "uphold 
the hands of the President" rather'than to "do what, in their 
belief, would be for the best interests of the country. 


STABILIZED DOLLAR NEEDED 


Has the time now come when the U. S. Government should definitely 


fix a standard value for the dollar? The Advisory Council of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board says yes. 


Although the recommendation of the Council has not yet been 


formally presented, such was its opinion expressed at its latest meeting. 
And the suggestion of that Council should carry great weight, since it 
comprises one experienced banker from each of the twelve Federal Re- 
serve districts. 


The dollar has been devalued to about 59 cents. It is not proposed

ENATOR HARRISON, chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, following a talk with President Roosevelt at Hyde 


Park, broadcasts the statement that, in his belief, a new tax 
bill will not be necessary in the next session of congress. 


Maybe Senator Harrison, in making his statement, and the 


president, in his decisions of finances with the senator, had no 
thought of the coming election and of the possible effects upon 
the voters of anything indicating that new or heavier taxes were 
in immediate prospect. 
Neither the Mississippian, though, nor 


the president is a novice in politics. 
Both know how timid the 


public usually is in the face of a threatened tax increase. 
It is 


not entirely improbable that thoughts along this line may have 
been in the backs of their heads. 


It takes no expert at figures to know that the present rate 


of expenditures by the government is bound, sooner or later, 
to result in higher taxes. 
The supply, of public revenue will 


have to be replenished if the government is to maintain its 
credit. The only source of fresh funds is the taxpayer. Already 
a huge debt hangs over the nation, a part of it caused by the 
cost of the New Deal. 
No bookkeeping tricks c'an conceal 


this fact. 


It can be stated almost as a certainty that the next session 


of congress will have to give much attention to means .of fi- 
nancing the recovery program. 
It is equally true that resort 


may have to be made to heavier taxation. 
This is a probability 


that cannot be escaped. 


But administration officials, Democratic candidates and 


party spokesmen generally will not have much to say on the 
subject—before the elections. It is a dangerous one, especially 
for those aspirants to congress who are seeking office to "uphold 
the hands of the President" rather than to do what, in their 
belief, would be for the best interests of the country.

STABILIZED DOLLAR NEEDED 


Has the time now come when the U. S. Government should definitely 


fix a standard value for the dollar? The Advisory Council of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board says yes. 


Although the recommendation of the Council has not yet been 


formally presented, such was its opinion expressed at its latest meeting. 
And the suggestion of that Council should carry great weight, since it 
comprises one experienced banker from each of the twelve Federal Re- 
serve districts. 


The dollar has been devalued to about 59 cents. It is not proposed 


to revalue it at 100 cents, but to stabilize it in conjunction with the 
British pound at a figure which the whole world would recognize as 
pendendable. 


Business and industry as a whole can scarcely take long chances 


on the future when the dollar has no known permanent value. Thus 
the unstabilized dollar is a menace and a very large block in the road 
to recovery. 


Bankers believe that the pound and the dollar could immediately be 


established upon a satisfactory parity, and that the two Governments 
without difficulty could keep them there. 


What the country needs most is assurance against further inflation. 


It requires quickly a firm monetary rock In the nature of a dollar which 
is unalterable. 


All trade rests upon confidence as well as credit. There can be no 


real confidence so long as the American dollar is in the insecure position 
where it now rests.

NIGHT-DRIVING PERILS 


The dangers of night driving are emphasized by the Ohio safely 


commission which has been making a study of highway accidents in the. 
Buckeye state. There is no surprise in its findings that the ordinary 
road perils are increased by night. 


The truth of this is obvious. It is equally clear that safety demands 


that a greater degree of care be exercised in night driving than ordinarily 
IE required during daylight hours. What are some of the ways in which 
this can be done? This is an important question. 


The Ohio commission attempts to answer it by giving a list of some 


of the things that should not be done. It has compiled a set of don't 
as follows: 


"Don't park on the road, even with your lights on. It is impossible 


to Judge whether a light Is moving or stationary until you are quite 
close to-it. 


"Don't race with careless drivers out on an evening lark. The records 


show that drivers under 21 years of age have 50 per cent more chance 
Ol cracking up than drivers between 25 and 35. 


"Dont try to locate engine trouble with a lighted match. Gasoline 


has a way of exploding when matches are lit at close range and when 
the petrol explodes you'll ride more than 15 miles to the gallon." 


It might have added a few others, such as don't try to pass an 


approaching car at a too high rate of speed. The careful motorist will 
find little trouble in lengthening the list. 


LOCAL INCOME TAXES 


Taxation of Incomes used to be considered the special prerogative 


of the federal government. Then states invaded that field. Now cities 
are coming to it. The St. Louis council is preparing to levy a tax of 
1 per cent on the net income of local corporations and the gross income 
of individual citizens. By this measure it hopes to raise $2,500,000 a year. 
Taxpayers protest, but will probably have to grin and bear It, as they 
have already done with other tax novelties. 


The levy is represented as a temporary expedient, and may really be 


such. But there is no telling. Many a temporary tax measure has been 
piled on American taxpayers' backs in these last few years, and few of 
them show any signs of coming off. There has been more resource- 
fulness in new ways to raise public money than in new kinds of public 
economy. 


But there are1 limits to this process. Taxes, like other crops, are 


subject to the law of diminishing returns. Too heavy cropping impov- 
erishes any soil-

Hauptmann, wife of the accused 
man in the Lindbergh case?" a 
correspondent queries. • 


One can merely surmise Mrs. 


Hauptmann's 
feelings. 
One can 


merely try to interpret her reac- 
tions. She probably could not an- 
alyze them herself. 


As this Is being written, it is not 


known whether Mrs. Hauptmann 
Xnew anything concerning the ran- 
som money or not. 


That hardly matters in the analy- 


sis of Mrs. Hauptmann. Every tra- 
dition of that type of German haus- 
frau points "to perfect obedience to 
her husband. There could be no i 
questioning of the husband on busi- 
ness matters. 


Some of the older Americans will 


understand that. 
The others will 
not. 


Nor were the bonds of love or 


faith less in Mrs. Hauptmann be- 
cause of that. They probably were 
stronger. Innocence seldom is bliss, 
but faith often leads to tranquility. 


In short, Mrs. Hauptmann could 


have believed her husband and still 
could believe her husband, and yet 
remain within the narrow sphere of 
truth which forms the orbit of many 
a housewife.

the 1893 fair, just as the architec- j 
ture of the future' is shown at the I 
present fair. 


One of the exhibits which attract- 


ed attention at the 1893 fair was a 
huge grandfather's clock, a mosaic 
creation w:,th its inlaid wood, all 
shades and all shapes, a triumph of 
patience and skill. The clock was 
the 'work of Lawrence county arti- 
sans, designed by C. C. Thayer, the 
case built by Philo McCaslin and 
the movement designed and built 
byJ. C. Himna.& Son. 


The old clock took months to 


build. Twenty varieties of Lawrence 
county timbor were used, 334 pieces 
in all, maple and oak and beech and 
elm. linn and hemlock and' poplar 
and spruce;, all of them worked to- 
gether in a piece of work that at- 
tracted your parents and the other 
millions of visitors to the '93 fair. 


The old clock is still around. 


Years ago its works gave up the 
dafly round, but the case is still as 
pretty and still a source of attrac- 
tion. It stands in the solarium of 
the Jameson Memorial hospital, the 
property of the hospital, for after 
the 1893 fair it was presented to 
the old old Shenango Valley hospital 
by .the Ladies of Lawrence County 
•who exhibited the clock at the fair. 
' Just now the old clock is an object 
lesson. It -was made possible thru 
two things, inspiration and perspira- 
tion, with the proportions about 90 
and 10 in favor of perspiration. Long 
hours of labor wei-e put in towards j 


the end that the markers might 
show the excellency of their handi- 
craft, but they did a job. 


That same kind of work is need- 


ed just now. The annual food in- 
gathering for the Jameson Memorial 
hospital is just around the corner. 
Jars and bottles and cans of jellies 
and fruits and vegetables are badly 
needed 
for 
the 
coming winter. 


•Hardly a family in Lawrence coun- 
ty but can afford one, two or a dozen 
jars of canned goods for the hos- 
pital. 


Giving the foodstuffs is just a part 


of the job. It needs work of solici- 
tation, it needs collectors to gather 
up the foodstuffs and take it to the 
hospital, it needs men and women 
who will give of their hours much 
as those old timers did in. making 
the world's fair clock. 


Unlike the old clock more than 


three people can work on the food 
ingathering. 
Three thousand can 


work on it and there will still be 
room for more. Its our job, yours 
and mine, to see to it that sufficient 
foodstuffs will be gathered for the 
Jameson Memorial hospital, that the 
need for food expenditures -will be 
cut down this winter and the hos- 
pital saved from any more loss than 
possible.

Brooklyn Man Must Spend Rest 


Of Life In Prison For 


Gangland Killing

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—Frank 


Russo, small-time Brooklyn boot- 
legger, hi-jacker and gunman, must 
spend the rest of his life in prison 
for the gangland execution of John 
Lerro, one of five members of a 
south Philadelphia family slaugh- 
tered by gangsters within 18 months. 


After deliberating more than three 


hours, a jury returned a verdict of 
guilty of first degree murder last 
night. 
The jurors recommended 


mercy, which automatically fixed 
the penalty at life imprisonment. 


The conviction was obtained de- 


spite the fact that gang guns killed 
Albert Marrazzo, 26, Lerro's broth- 
er-in-law, on September 6. Mar- 
razzo was to have appeared as the 
principal witness for the common- 
wealth. He was killed supposedly 
to prevent him from testifying. 
It was, however, Marrazzo's testi- 


mony at the coroner's inquest which 
was instrumental in bringing in the 
guilty verdict. 


Marrazzo was the fifth member" of

Survey Shows 


Deep Level Oil 
Strata Possible 


Study By Experts Indicates 


Deep Level Structure 


Favorable To Oil 


Deposits 


EXPECT TO END 


WORK IN COUNTY 


Surveys made by the Geophysical 


Company in Scott and 
Slippery 


Rock Townships indicate 
a • deep 


level structure favorable to the loca- 
tion of oil deposits, according to a 
statement by one of the geologists 
in the party, today. 


After several months of sub- 


surface surveying, the geologists feel 
that the lower levels of the earth 
in this district are such that oil 
might be found there. 


They came to Lawrence county 


early In the summer, making the 
sub-surface survey from the well on 
the Munnel farm in Slippery Rock 
Township, which is down 5,000 feet. 
Before going any further, the owner 
decided to have a sub-surface sur- 
vey made for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether there was any use 
in going deeper. 


The sub-surface survey is made 


by dropping a series of shots in the 
ground and measuring the flow of 


wave vibrations by a set of delicate 
instruments. In this fashion the 
geologists can tell the structure deep 
down in the earth as well as 
though they saw a cross section 
of it. 


Surface indications arc not al- 
ways geologically correct. Erosion 
by wind and water, shifts in the 
earth structure and other causes 
often give the surface an appear- 
ance which is not borne out by the 
lower level structures. 


Geophysical surveys are the most 


modern method of surveying a pros- 
pective oil field. 
On the 
Gulf 
Coast a lease is never made nor a 
well drilled until such a survey is 
made. 
The men of the Geophysical Com- 
pany expect to finish their work 
here sometime this fall.

Egyptians Used 


Good Will Slang 


3,000 Years Ago 


LOS ANGELES—"Good luck!" 
"More power to you!" 
How often have those somewhat 


slangy expressions conveyed good 
will in this modern age as friends 
parted. 


Yet they are not new. Egyptians 


employed the very same expressions 
5800 years ago, according to Dr. Carl 
Summer Knopf, archeologist of the 
University of Southern California, 
today. 


For the good wishes were not 


lightly expressed words to be for- 
gotten in a moment, but symbols 
carved by an Egyptian artist on a 
scarab. Dr. Knopf recently received 
this scarab from Egypt and has just 
deciphered the symbols. 


The scarab, he explained, is a sa- 


cred beetle of ancient Egypt. Some 
were cut in beetle form and used as 
good luck chai-ms. 


In this instance, the artist carved 


on the underside of the scarab the 
symbol "ankh", well known Egyp- 
tian hieroglyph meaning "life". On 
either side, he cut the symbol of a 
lute "nefer" which means beautiful 
or good, and the "neb" sign mean- 
ing "lord" or "power". 
Thus by 


analogy one reads the scarab sym- 
bols as meaning "good luck and 
more power to you."

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Egyptians Used 
Good Will Slang 
3,000 Years Ago 


LOS ANGELES—“Good luck!” 
“More power to you!” 
How often have those somewhat 
slangy expressions conveyed good 
will in this modern age as friends 
parted. 
Yet they are not new. Egyptians 
employed the very same expressions 
5800 years ago. according to Dr. Carl 
Summer Knopf, archeologist of the 
University of Southern California, 
today. 


For the good wishes were not 
lightly expressed words to be for­ 
gotten in a moment, but symbols 
carved by an Egyptian artist on a 
scarab. Dr. Knopf recently received 
this scarab from Egypt and has just 
deciphered the symbols. 
The scarab, he explained, is a sa­ 
cred beetle of ancient Egypt- Some 
were cut in beetle form and used as 
good luck charms. 
In this instance, the artist carved 
on the underside of the scarab the 
symbol “ankh”, well knovn Egyp­ 
tian hieroglyph meaning “life”. On 
either side, he cut the symbol of a 
lute “nefer” which means beautiful 
or good, and the “neb” sign m ean­ 
ing “lord” or “power”.

bols as meaning “good luck and 
more power to you.”

Gangster Slayer 


Is Found Guilty 


Brooklyn Man Must Spend Rest 


Of Life In Prison For 


. Gangland Killing 


(International News Service) 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 26.—Prank 


Russo, small-time Brooklyn boot- 
legger, hi-j acker and gunman, must 
spend the rest of his life in prison 
for the gangland execution of John 
Lerro, one of five members of a 
south Philadelphia family slaugh- 
tered by gangsters within 18 months. 


After deliberating more than three 


hours, a jury returned a verdict of 
guilty of first degree murder last 
night. 
The jurors recommended 


mercy, which automatically fixed 
the penalty at life imprisonment. 


The conviction was obtained de- 


spite the fact that gang guns killed 
Albert Marrazzo, 26, Lerro's broth- 
er-in-law, on September 6. Mar- 
razzo was to have appeared as the 
principal witness for the common- 
wealth. 
He was killed supposedly 


to prevent him from testifying. 


It was, however, Marrazzo's testi- 


mony at the coroner's inquest which 
was instrumental in bringing in the 
guilty verdict. 


Marrazzo was the fifth member'of 


the family to be executed by gang- 
sters.

Surveys made by the Geophysical 


Comr>any in Scott and Slippery 
Rock Townships indicate 
a -deep 


level structure favorable to the loca- 
tion of oil deposits, according to a 
statement by one of the geologists 
in the party, today. 


After several months 
of sub- 


surface surveying, the geologists feel 
.that the lower levels of the earth 
in this district are such that oil 
might be found there. 


They came to Lawrence county 


early in. the summer, making the 
sub-surface survey from the well on 
the Munnel farm in Slippery Rock 
Township, which is down 5,000 feet 
Before going any further, the owner 
decided to have a sub-surface sur- 
vey made for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether there was any use 
in going deeper. 


The sub-surface survey is made 


by dropping- a series of shots in the 
ground and measuring the flow of 


wave vibrations by a set of delicate 
instruments. In this fashion the 
geologists can tell the structure deep 
down in the earth 
as well as 


though they saw a cross section, 
of it. 


Surface indications arc not al- 


ways geologically correct. Erosion 
by wind and water, shifts in the 
earth structure and 
other 
causes 


often give the surface an appear- 
ance which is not borne out by the 
lower level structures. 


Geophysical surveys are the most 


modern method of surveying a pros- 
pective oil field. 
On the Gulf 


Coast a lease is never made nor a 
well drilled until such a survey is 
made.

NO SURRENDER 


In 1734 JoKri Peter Zeriger was arrested for libel because Ke attacked tHe dictatorial methods of 
the English Governor Crosby, of New York, in the New York Weekly Journal. 
His dramatic ac- 


quittal in August, 1 735, marked the first great victory for a free press on this continent. 
Going to 


trial after nine months in jail, he faced the Crosby-appointed judge and a jury with the law against him. 
The 


law declared that no government could subsist if it 'allowed itself to be Criticized and provided punishment for all 
who, by written or spoken word, criticized the government, regardless bf whether the facts were true. His coun- 
sel, Andrew Hamilton, a Pennsylvanian, the most distinguished lawyer in the colonies, ridiculed the assumption 
that power must always be protected from criticism. H e declared that liberty of expression -was the only bul- 
wark against lawless power. jOn this plea, the jury acquitted Zenger, a German immigrant, despite the law. 


Exactly 200 years later, tKe press of the United States was asked by the government to submit to a 
.licensing power. However, after months of fighting, this feature of the Newspaper Publishers' Code 
was "stricken out and the following reservations were jfnserted:

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—A huge 


crowd assembled today in the vicin- 
ity of the Bronx county courthouse 
for a chance to glimpse Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh, who went be- 
fore the grand jury as the star wit- 
ness against Bruno Hauptmann, sus- 
pected kidnaper of the famous flyer's 
baby. 


Unusual police precautions were 


taken. A total of 240 policemen and 
detectives were on duty and a "dead- 
line" a block from the courthouse 
was established. 


Detectives were assigned to sta- 


tions on the roofs of nearby struc- 
tures. 


Hauptmann was brought to the 


courthouse from the Bronx county 
jail in a steel van. 


The first witness before the jury 


today was Charles Appel of the de- 
partment of justice crime laboratory.

ed footprints. 


Prom the windows and roof tops

Good Will Slang 


3,000 Years Ago 


LOS ANGELESr-"Good luck!" 
"More power to'you!" 
How often have those somewhat 


slangy expressions 
conveyed good 


will in this modern age as friends 
parted. 


Yet they are not new. Egyptians 


employed the very same expressions 
5800 years ago, according to Dr. Carl 
Summer Knopf, nrcheologist of the 
University of Southern California, 
today. 


For the good wishes were not 


lightly expressed words to be for- 
gotten in a moment, but symbols 
carved by an Egyptian artist on a 
scarab. Dr. Knopf recently received 
this scarab from Egypt and has just 
deciphered the symbols,

The scarab, he explained, is a sa- 


cred beetle of ancient Egypt. Some 
were cut in beetle form and used as 
good luck charms. 


I 
In this instance, the artist carved 


! on the underside of the scarab the 
symbol "ankh", well known Egyp- 
! tian hieroglyph meaning "life". On 
! either side, he cut the symbol of a 
! lute "nefer" which means beautiful 


j or good, and the "neb" sign mean- 
ing "lord" or "power". 
Thus by 


analogy one reads the scarab sym- 
bols as meaning "good luck and 
more power to you."

Mr. Warfel reports that Lawrence 


county will have a . total of 750 
young ringnecks and possibly a few

of which should delight the sports- 


production of approximately 
pheasants this year. Of that 


number 17,000 will be playing hide 
and seek with Pennsylvania hunters 
tnis winter. 


Superintendent Warfel and his 
assistants have had a busy and 
fruitful season. Since early in the 
spring;, when the pheasant hens 
started the laying of thousands of 
eggs. Mr. Warfel and his men have 
been putting in long and active 
days.
